Livingston is the second Sac- 
ramento State faculty member 
to receive a scholarly grant this 
year.

Rockefeller Foundation does 
not exercise any control over 
Livingston's work and does not 
necessarily agree to any findings 
he may make. He will conduct 
hig study as an independent re- 
searcher.

Booker 
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Hornet Criticized 


Tn a recent letter to the editor (Note: January 13 issue), 
The Hornet was criticized for not campaigning on the sam- 
ing of the new building behind Douglas hall. 

“Q” designation was given the new structure early last 
fall and students and faculty have actively sought a differ- 
ent name to replace the seventeenth letter of the alphabet. 

The Hornet has reported on the progress, or lack ef it, 
from time to time, and published a letter suggesting the 
name of Mary J. Foley in its summer edition. 

President West submitted this recommendation to the 
Council of Cotlege Presidents last year, but this was terned 
down in a motion that stated no state college buildings 
would be named after individuals. An explanation followed 
that said thev did not want to start a policy of this type. 

Douglass hall, however, was named for a former chief 
of the division of state colleges. This naming was done by 
the State Board of Education. The action by this group 
supersedes that of the Council of Presidents. 

It would appear, therefore, that the redesignation of “Q” 
rests with a board rather far removed from this campua. 


Vote Tuesday! 


In an institution supported by state funds, students 
sometimes become indifferent to the needs of the locally 
supported schools. Sacramento State College is an institu- 
tion supported by state funds. But the college has shared, 
and continues to share, a problem with the local scheols. 
Both suffer from overpopulation. 

Because of this mutual problem, students here must net 
remain indifferent to the serious overcrowding of these pub- 
lic schools. 

No one can afford to remain unmoved by the ever more 
apparent fact that schools do not have the facilities to bert 
meet all the needs of all the pupils. Students at SSC must 
be concer’ ~d, not only because of the similarity in situa- 
tions, but also because many who are students here have 
children attending the public schools. 

For the ten vear period 1950-1959, public school enreoll- 
ment is expected to increase 100 per cent. On Tuesday, 
February 15, a special school bond election will be held to 
help meet the needs of public schools. 

Unless the problem is partially solved through the pae- 
sage of the special bonds, it will grow larger and larger 
through the years.
